A total of 3994 bills were pre- 
sented before the legislature during 
the first part of the fifty-third ses- 
sion, 2767 bills being introduced in 
the Assembly and a total of 1227 
bills being presented in the Senate.

| though officially the time set for ad- 


jJournment was 3 p. m. and the clock 
was stopped at 2:35 p. m. These 
3994 bills do not include the many 
constitutional amendments and re- 
solutions which were also introduc:

Your assemblyman introduced a 
total of twelve bills and we are co- 
author on three other bills.

tempore of the Senate, represents 
Placer, Nevada and Sierra coun- 
ties. 


We have found all of our Senat- 
ors most helpful in matters pertain- 
ing to their particular part of the 
Gistrict and their fine cooperation 
has been one of the highlights of 
our first few weeks as a legislator.

|section is entitled to a break. And 
‘the story of what the creation of 
additional national parks meant to 
‘the rural counties in the way of a 
larger tax burden was not hard to 
put over. 

During the recess we hope to visit 
as much of our large district as it 
is possible for us to cover. In the 
meantime if any of our constituents 
have any problems or suggestions to 
offer they may address us at our 
home address, Colfax, California.

We would especially 
like to hear from the people of the 
district as to their views on relief to 
aliens as this question will be one 
which will be seriously considerec 
when the legislature reconvenes in 
March.

“What we need in this country is 
an annual income comparable to 
our man-power and our physical 
and monetary resources. We have 
the men; we have the resources; we 
have the money—and we have the 
human need unfilled to justify a 
rate of production and a total na- 
tional income far beyond anything 
we ever have dreamed of. 

“The real job ahead is to bring 
about such a rate of production 
that all our effective man-power 
may find useful employment!” 

After all the doctrine of scarcity 
of recent years, and in face of ad- 
mitted over-production (or at least 
under-consumption) in many 
branches of agriculture and indus- 
try, the foregoing analysis of Am- 
erica’s economic needs is both start- 
ling and challenging . 

But who enunciates this old-fash- 
ioned philosophy that new wealth 
must come from new production? 
Who challenges us to return to 
fundamental economic principles 
after fruitless years spent in chas- 
ing new age cure-alls and glitter- 
ing panaceas ?And is he qualified to 
speak? 

The diagnostician is none other 
than Chester C. Davis, farmer-mem- 
ber of the Federal Reserve Board 
and former federal AAA adminis- 
trator—generally recognized as one 
of President’s ablest appointees, as 
a sincere New Dealer, and as a 
sound student of agricultural, busi- 
ness and industrial problems. With 
that background as to the man, 
his words take on added signific- 
ance, And speaking before the Am- 
erican Farm Bureau Convention in 


New Orleans, he elaborated on his: 


analysis as follows: 

“The American people themselves 
are going to lose patience, sooner or 
later, with an economy that toler- 
ates unemployment in the midst of 
potential abundance. But there is no 
magic way to national income ex- 
pansion—not through monetary ac- 
tion nor legislative device nor legis- 
lative inaction. 

“One important principle must be 
made if we are to hit the stride we 
are capable of: both industry and 
labor must look to full production 
for increased earnings. Incidental- 
ly, that is what agriculture has al- 
ways done, and if the rest of the 
economy will learn to practice it, 
the treatment necessary for agri- 
culture will be greatly simplified. 
We are not going to expand our na- 
tional income unless the employers 
of labor look to increased produc- 
tion rather than to higher prices for 
profit; and unless and until organ- 
ized labor learns that increased pro- 
duction is the only safe path to 
higher real wages.” 

Citing the action of manufactur- 
ers and other non-agricultural pro- 
ducers in shoving prices up at the 
first quickening of demand—and 
of labor striving for the highest at- 
tainable hourly wage for a mini- 
mum of production — Mr. Davis 
pointed out the disastrous conse- 
quences of such short-sighted pro- 
cedure by recalling how it choked 
off the expected and vitally-needed 
rise in building in 1936 and 1937. 

Not claiming any magic answer 
as to what is necessary to keep in- 
dustry running at capacity on 
things people need and want, Mr. 
Davis nonetheless emphasizes that 
government, business and labor 
must recognize as a fundamental] 
principle that we must sow to rear 
—that wages come from produc- 
tion, not from labor unions, and 
that profits come from increased 
sales, not from marking up prices. 
He says: 

“All elements—the manufacturer, 
the laborer, the farmer, the distrib-
